EMOTIONAL SCENE AS HE

New Delhi, Jan. 18—His fast over, Mohandas 
K. Gandhi declared tonight he was convinced a pledye 
of harmony given by Indian religious leaders would 

‘set the country back on the road to peace. 

Gandhi told a huge prayer meeting that -he- 
broke his 121-hour fast on the “pledge and counsel” 
of friends from India and Pakistan. He said they 
had assured him of “complete unbroken friendship” 
between all communities. . 

“If today’s solemn pledge is fulfilled it: will revive 
with doubled force my intense wish to live-a full span 
of life doing service to humanity,” the 78-year old In- 
dian patriot asserted, He said that by a full span he 
meant “at least 125 years, or as some say, 133 years.”

DISCOVERED 


First Pure Strain. 
Developed 


Minneapolis, Jan. 18 —- A 
University of Minnesota scien- 
tist reported today he has de- 
veloped the first pure strain of 
Virus that caused’ infantile 
paralysis. a 


— Dr -Frank- Gollan,—of-the -univer= 
sity’s physiology depirtment, said he 
has succeeded in isolating a pure 
strain of the “M” virus which causes 
polio in small rodents. 


He said the discovery opens the 

y for the development of a 
vaccine to fmmunise humans against 
the disease because to manufacture a 
vaccine the pure virus §s first needed. 

Dr Gollan said: “Although the 
virus developed attacks only animals 
the methods used to fsolate it is ap- 
plicuble to all strains of polio. [ 
think now there is only the technical 
problem as to how we will have a 
yuceine. fF would say we will have 
one by next summer. The = great 
virtue of the discovery is now we 
can get the virus cheaply and rapidly, 
using) standard medical laboratory 
equipment.”
